I looked at him with some dis- 
may, because I assume that in 
his more calm moments he is 
one who takes great pride in the 
Constitution of the United States 
and would, upon questioning, so 
say. 

I replied that this would be a 
chaotic country if the President 
of it could not have confiden- 
tial advisers, and if their talk 
could not be kept from any Sen- 
ate or House committee of in- 
quiry. “The hell with that,” he 
said. “They were talking against 


MacArthur.” 

I thereupon departed in peace, 
if dismay, reflecting there was 
no need to argue with a closed 
mind. But, having of late been 
reading again a biography of An- 
drew Jackson, I found myself 
hoping that if ever again any 
President. of the United States, 
Harry S. Truman or those who 
are to come after him, is heckled 
as Harry Truman was by Senator 
Wiley, for example, that Presi- 
dent will reply in the manner of 
Andrew Jackson. 

In 1832-33 Andrew Jackson 
was in a death grapple with the 
interests behind the Bank of the 
United States, a private bank 
which controlled the Federal 
funds and thereby the Govern- 
ment. These special interests at- 
tacked’ Old Hickory with all they 
had, and their guns were large. 
They were seeking to impeach, 
discredit and remove the Presi- 
dent. 

On December 11, 1833, the Sen- 
ate sent to Andrew Jackson a 
resolution demanding he turn 
over to the Senate a copy of the 
paper he had read to the heads 
of the Executive Department re- 
lating to the removal of the de- 

its of public money from the 

nk of the United States and its 
offices. 

On the very next day the Sen- 
ate had its answer. It was an @m- 
phatic, slap-in-the-face turn- 
down, yet couched in such blade- 
like words the victims were not 
bruised but bled profusely from 
the veins of vanity. 

“ .. Ihave yet to learn,” Pres- 
ident Jackson wrote the Senate, 
“under what Constitutional au-’ 
thority that branch of the Legis- 
lature has a right to require of 
me an account of any communi- 
cation, either verbally or in writ- 
ing, made to the heads of De- 
partments acting as Cabinet 
council, As well might I be re- 
quired to detail to the Senate 
the free and private conversa- 
tions I have held with those of- 
ficers on any subject relating to 
their duties and my own. 

“Knowing the constitutional 
rights of the Senate, I shall be 
the last man under any circum- 
stances to interfere with them. 
Knowing those of the Executive, 
I shall at all times . . . maintain 
them agreeable to the provisions 
of the Constitution. . . and my 
oath ” 

Having thus inserted the 
needle, he pushed the plunger. 

“I am constrained, therefore, 
by a proper sense my self-re- 
spect and of the rights secured 
to me by the Constitution... 
to decline your request.” 

As the days go by and the 
sworn testimony unfolds, it be- 
comes more and more apparent 
that General Douglas MacArthur 
allowed the urgings of his ambi- 
tions to lead him into strange 
and costly pastures. 

The careful and apparently 
studied distortion by his aide, 
Whitney, is perhaps a’ leading 
clue to much that has happened.

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A Start in the Right Direction 


The defect of the universal military 
training program agreed to by a Senate- 
House conference committee is that addi- 
tional action by Congress is necessary be- 
fore the program can be put into effect. 

Nevertheless, it is a start in the right 
direction. And if the Congress refuses to 
let Moscow call the signals for this coun- 
try’s defense efforts by implementing the 
program when the time comes it will, in- 
deed, be a “historic event” as Senator Rus- 
sell says. 


But the Congress still is far behind the 
people, who long have supported universal 
military training as a peacetime measure, 
and who are ready now to approve a pro- 
gram to go into operation as soon as world 
conditions permit. 


UMT is a long-range program. There 
is no place for it in a crisis when the need 
for fighting men is immediate and urgent. 
Regular military service, provided by the 
draft, is the requirement of the moment. 


But the chances are had Congress pro- 
vided UMT, as urged by military leaders, 
shortly after the end of World War II, 
Korea might have been avoided: Certainly 
we would not have suffered so severely 
from the scarcity of trained fighting men 
in the early stages of that campaign. 


Unless world tension increases, or un- 
less a general war breaks out, there is 
hope UMT can be instituted sometime 
within a year or so. A broad outline of 
the program will be developed by a five- 
man commission, to be named by the Presi- 
dent, and submitted to Congress. The pro- 
posals will enjoy privileged status and can 
be brought up for action on the motion of 
a single senator or representative. This 
necessity for congressional] approval a sec- 
ond time contains the element of risk to 
the program, but in the perspective of the 
moment that danger is slight. Once the 
detailed program is approved, UMT can 
be put into effect by a concurrent resolu- 
tion of the House and Senate or by the 
President, 

In laying down the training program, 
the commission ought to profit by the 
mistakes of the so-called pilot program in- 
stituted several years ago as a test. So 
anxious were military men at that time to 
build up the sentiment: of parents for UMT 
that greater emphasis was laid:on tea 
dances and ice cream parties than on mili- 
tary training.

Chinks in the Fair Trade Armor 


A little more than a week ago the Su- 
preme Court knocked away the frail 
props about the so-called fair trade laws. 

The court said in effect that a mer- 
chant could not be forced to adhere to 
“fair trade” prices in selling his merchan- 
dise unless he had specifically agreed to 
do so. Prior to that time the “fair trade” 
laws had operated in 45 states, Georgia in- 
cluded, on the theory that the prices es- 
tablished by the manufacturer were le- 
gally binding. 

The Supreme Court exposed the weak- 
ness of the whole vicious scheme. 

Two New York department stores have 
announced price reductions of 6 per cent 
on fair-traded goods. 

Others will follow. 


It is the first chink in the “fair trade” 
armor which for the past 15 years has kept 
prices up by artificial means. During 10 
of those years the nation has been in a 
wartime or an inflated economy. Govern- 
ment price controls have been in effect 
for about five of the past 10 years in an 
effort to keep down runaway inflation. 
But “fair trade” laws have been in force 
right along. 

The “fair trade” laws might have served 
some purpose during the dark days of the 
Great Depression, though even that is dif- 
ficult to see now. But, if so, they have 
been an anachronism and an enemy to the 
American system for at least 10 years. The 
sooner they are rendered totally ineffec- 
tive, or abolished, the bettér it will be. 


Consolidation Can Mean an Expanded Curriculum 


In Gordon County a survey team of 
citizens and teachers has recommended a 
reduction of the number of schools in the 
county as a step necessary to better educa- 
tion in the future. 

Other committees have recommended a 
counseling program for vocational guid- 
ance in each school with a professional 
guidance worker at the head, a_well- 
rounded physical education program in 
each schoo] and an adequate health pro- 
gram with nurse-supervised clinics avail- 
able to all students. 


We find these recommendations sig- 
nificant, first because they were made by 
a group of local citizens and teachers and, 
second, because they show an interrela- 
tionship which cannot be ignored. 

An-expanded school curriculum with 
vocational guidance, good physical educa- 
tion and health program is not possible 
when a county has many small schools 
inadequately staffed and supported. 

Consolidation can offer these phases of 
education, the cost of which usually is be- 
yond the means of the small school district. 


Another . Victory for Freedom 


The beating the Communist Party took 
in northern Italy, long a stronghold of 
Communist activity, in the provincial elec- 
tions ending on Monday reflects the grow-. 
ing fear in the free countries of Europe of 
Russia’s aggressive intentions. 

It also illustrates again that the Com- 
munists have extreme difficulty, at best, 
in winning free elections but must resort 
to trickery and force to achieve control. 

The Italian elections are particularly 
significant because in the last elections in 
1946 the Communists polled approximately 
30 per cent of the total. With exception 
of France, which has about an equal per- 
centage, Italy’s is the largest Communist 
Party in free Europe. 


The extent of the defeat—the full re- 
turns are not yet in—is better understood 
by the results in Genoa. This city on the 
Tyrrhenian Sea not only was governed by 
a Communist municipal administration but 
was such a hotbed of Communist activity 
that ships bringing American arms aid to 
Italy avoided the port. Outbreaks of. in- 
spired violence were common. 

But Genoa, along with other key cities 
in the northern area, gave a sound majority 
in this election to the anti-Communist 
coalition of Premier de Gasperi which 
campaigned on an Atlantic Pact platform 
of resistance to Russian aggression. 

It is a victory: for freedom and for the 
principle of collective security.

Demos Welcome 
MacArthur Issue 


WASHINGTON—Judging from the keynote 


speeches made at the Denver meeting of the 

Democratic National Committee last week, lead- 
ers of the party are ready to accept the challenge laid down by 
Republicans for making the controversy over Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur and our whole Far Eastern policy the dominant issue in 
the next presidential campaign. 

Some of the speakers, it may be said, appeared not only willing 
but anxious that the coming campaign take this course. 

For example, Sen. Robert S. Kerr of Oklahoma was cheered 
uproariously at the Denver meeting when he said the Republicans 
had already acquired the “war party” label by the action.of such 
GOP leaders as Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio and Sen. Kenneth 
Wherry of Nebraska in championing MacArthur’s theories on 
“expanded” war against Red China. 

Democratic National Chairman William M. Boyle Jr. later 
praised Kerr for “sounding the keynote” of the 1952 campaign. 


The theme was picked up also by W. Averell Harriman, special 
adviser to the President on foreign affairs, another leading figure 
at the Denver gathering of Democrats. In one of the sharpest 
attacks yet made on GOP critics of the administration’s Far Eastern 
policy, he charged that the Republicans are willing to risk “general 
war” with Russia at a moment when we have the Kremlin 
“stopped.” 


Harriman hit directly at two of three foreign pol- 
, Direct Hit icy factions in GOP ranks without mentioning 
” Cabin by name. In a veiled slap at former President Herbert 
Hoover, he said one faction favored a global policy of “retreat” 
to abpease American isolationists—something he characterized as 
“an invitation to the Kremlin to move into the vacuum.” 

The other faction, he said, is a blunt assault on General Mac- 
Arthur and the Taft-Wherry leadership of the Republican party in 
the Senate, favored “reckless, ill-conceived actions that might well 
Alunge us into another world war.” 

More of the same was dished out by Secretary of Agriculture 
Charles Brannan, who went further in linking House Minority 
Leader Joe Martin and Sen. Joe McCarthy of Wisconsin with the 
“big-war-now group,” which he applied to the supporters of the 
MacArthur thesis. 

It is noteworthy to repeat some of these things said by Demo- 
cratic bigwigs at the Denver meeting, for they promise to be echoed 
later when the national campaign gets under way. It shows the 
line the Democrats are marking out for themselves in defining the 
issues of the campaign. 


There can be little doubt that practically every- 
Welcome body in the administration from the President on 
down welcomes the opportunity to make our Far Eastern policy 
the central theme of the next national campaign. As for Mr. Tru- 
man, he has been confident from the start that when the chips are 
down, when the people were fully informed on the issues involved 
in his dismissal of General MacArthur, the country would support 
him in the course he has followed. He regards the testimony devel- 
oped so far in the Senate investigation of the controversy as 
entirely favorable to his action. 

There is another hidden factor in the situation which causes 
administration Democrats to be pleased with the turn of events 
brought on by General MacArthur’s ouster. Before‘the Far Eastern 
policy row broke, the administration was taking a lot of punish- 
ment by exposures coming out of the Kefauver crime and the Ful- 
bright RFC investigating committees. None of these was scheduled 
to do the Democrats any good. They promised to provide minor 
issues which would be hard to meet in the campaign. 

But the effect of the MacArthur controversy, it is believed, will 
be to take the country’s mind off smaller things. It is on the theory 
that there is never more than one overshadowing issue in any 
election contest. Hence the eagerness of Democrats to seize on the 
MacArthur controversy as a better battleground for the 52 campaign.

It’s On the Way Out 


Several new suits have been filed in the courts recently to 


‘outlaw the county unit system in Georgia primary elections. In 


this state the primary is equivalent to an election. These suits 
have been filed by citizens in smaller counties and attack the 
constitutionality of the law. 

’ Whether these suits are successful or not there seems “to be 
evidence at hand that the county unit system is on the way out. 
Public sentiment will eventually force such a reformation. The 
iniquities.and inequities of the county unit system are such that 
it cannot much longer be tolerated in Georgia, which is the only 
state that uses it. 

There was a time possibly when the usé of such a system 
was condoned but that has passed. With the means of commu- 
nication and education what they are today there can no longer 
be any justification for the system. 

The cry that it protects the smaller or country counties no 
longer makes sense. The shoe is now on the other foot—the 
larger counties need protection from the smaller ones. The 
“bosses” are all in the small or country counties which are much 
easier to handle. 

There is no justification for a law that lets one man’s vote 
count more than a dozen others and that is what happens under 
the county unit system. . 

The county unit system is on the way out. It may take 
several years to bring about this reformation but it is bound to 
come eventually and Georgia will be better off politically.

May 29—The State Department is gradually adjusting itself to the theory ‘that 


there are no absolute solutions to international problems: Only temporary expedients, difficult vand 
painful palliatives, and endless attempts to relieve endless dilemmas. 


Maybe because it is less experienced, less in- 
formed, and less weary from the battle, Capitol 
Hill still retains some pioneer confidence that 
there is, somewhere, a tidy and miraculous solu- 
tion that will make the Russians go away, but 
the mood in the executive branch, with the notable 
exception of an irrepressibly optimistic President, 
is one of patient plodding toward limited goals. 


The enthusiasm of the early postwar years 
in the State Department is no longer visible. 
Even the new team brought in by Secretary 
of State Acheson now seems young in years 
only. Nevertheless, it works away with mel- 
ancholy persistence on fundamental issues. 


The latest, and yet in some ways the oldest of 
these, is the attempt to put some kind of reliable 
force behind the principles established by the 
current international security organization at 
Lake Success.

‘erty from raids on English commerce, both on 
land and sea. In 1778, John Houstoun, head of 
the new Georgia government, decided per- 


sonally to lead an expedition to destroy the 
British in Florida. Houstoun, with his State 
Militia; General Howe, sent by General Wash- 
ington to command the Continental Regulars, 
and Commodore Bowen in charge of State 
Naval activities, proceeded south. Three 
months later the mission had become hopeless, 
as Houstoun refused to take orders from Howe 
and Bowen refused to take orders from either 
one! The Assembly, greatly riled because 
Bowen would not recognize authority he did 
not respect, declared him in contempt and 
fired him from -his post of Naval command.

Memorial Day Echoes 


Unknown Soldier Rites 


Editor’s Note—Thirty years ago, America buried her Un- 
known. Soldier, hoping there would be no more occasion for 
such ceremonies. A member cf the Associated Press Washington 
staff, Kirke L. Simpson, caught the spirit of that occasion with 

a series of stories that gained world-wide acclaim. On this 
- Memorial Day, we reproduce below the major portion of the 
story that gained a Pulitzer prize for Simpson. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11, 1921—(By the Associated Press)—Un- 
der the wide and starry skies of his homeland, America’s unknown 
dead from France sleeps tonight, a soldier home from the wars. 

Alone, he lies in the narrow cell of stone that guards his body; 
but his soul has entered into the spirit that is America. Wherever 
liberty is held close in men’s hearts, the honor and the glory and the 
pledge of high endeavor poured out over this nameless one of fame, 
will be told and sung by Americans for all time. 


Scrolled across the marble arch of the memorial raised to 
American soldier and sailor dead, everywhere, which stands like a 
monument behind his tomb, runs this legend: “We here highly re- 
solve that these dead, shall not have died in vain.” 


THE WORDS WERE SPOKEN by the martyred Lincoln over the 
dead at Gettysburg. And today with voice strong with determination 
and ringing with deep emotion, another President echoed that high 
resolve over the coffin of the soldier who died for the flag in France. 

Great men in the world’s affairs heard that high purpose re- 
iterated by the man who stands at the head of the American people. 
Tomorrow they will gather in the city that stands almost in the 
shadow of the new American shrine of liberty dedicated today. They 
will talk of peace; and of the curbing of the havoc of war. 

They will speak‘of the war in France, that robbed this soldier of 
life and name and brought death to comrades of all nations by the 
hundreds of thousands. And in their ears when they meet must ring 
President Harding’s declaration today beside that flag-wrapped, 
honor-laden bier: 

“There must be, there shal) be, the commanding voice of a con- 
scious civilization against armed warfare.” 


ALL DAY LONG THE NATION poured out its heart in pride 
and glory for the nameless American. Before the first crash of the 
minute guns roared its knell for the dead from the shadow of the 
Washington monument, the people who claim him as their own were 
trooping out to do him honor. They lined the long road from the 
capitol to the hillside where he sleeps tonight; they flowed like a 
tide over the slopes about his burial place. They choked the bridges 
that lead across the river to the fields of the brave, in which he is 
the last comer. , 

Soldiers, Sailors and Marines—all played their part in the thrill- 
ing spectacle as the cortege rolled along. And just behind the casket, 
with its faded French flowers on the draped flag, walked the 
President, the chosen leader of a hundred million, in whose name 


‘ he was chief mourner at his bier. Beside him strode the man under 


whom the fallen hero had lived and died in France, Gen. Pershing, 
wearing only the single medal of victory that every American Sol- 
dier might wear as his only decoration. 


Behind came the carriage in which rode Woodrow Wilson, also 
stricken down by infirmities as he served in the highest place of 
the nation, just as the humble private riding in such state ahead 
had gone down before a shell or bullet. 

Ahead, the white marble of the amphitheater gleamed through 
the trees. People in thousands were moving about the great circle. 
Down below the platform placed for the casket, in a stone vault, lay 
wreaths and garlands. Above the platform gathered men whose 
names ring through history—Briand, Foch, Beatty, Balfour, Jacques, 
Diaz and others—in a brilliant array of place and power. 

Mr. Harding showed strong emotion as his lips formed the last 
words of the address. He paused, then with raised hand and head 
bowed, went on in the measured, rolling period of the Lord’s Prayer. 


THEN THE FOREIGN OFFICERS who stand highest among the 
soldiers or sailors of their flags came one by one to the bier to place 
gold and jeweled emblems for the brave above the breast of the 
sleeper. Already, as the great prayer ended, the President had set 
the American seal of admiration for the valiant, the nation’s love for 
brave deeds and the courage that defies death, upon the casket. Side 
by side he laid the medal of honor and the distinguished service 
cross. 

The casket, with its weight of honors, was lowered into the crypt. 
A rocking blast of gunfire rang from the woods. The glittering circle 
of bayonets stiffened to a salute to the dead. Again the guns shouted 
their message of honor and farewell. Again they boomed out; a 
loyal comrade was being laid to his last, long rest. 

High and clear and true in the echoes of the guns, a bugle 
lifted ‘the old, old notes of taps, the lullaby for the living 
soldier, in death his requiem. Long ago some forgotten soldier poet 
caught its meaning clear and set it down that soldiers everywhere 
might know its message as they sing to rest: 

“Fades the light; and afar goeth day, cometh night, and a 
star, leadeth all, speedeth ali, to their rest.” 

The guns roared out again in the national salute. He was home, 
the Unknown, to sleep forever among his own.

Commuting, Tokyo to Taegu 


TOK YO—Dear Ralph: Tonight for the sixth, or perhaps the seventh time, I 
pack again for Korea. Each time gets a little harder, the lift of spirit, the sense 
of adventure a little less keen. Actually, it would be a much more comfortable 
war to cover if there was not the long plane flight getting there and back. I figure 
I have flown some 13,000 miles back and forth from Tokyo to Taegu, and I am 

, weary of it, for it is a vast discomfort. For some means known only to the Air 
Force, they make you put on, on some flights, both a Mae West and a parachute. You keep the 
parachute on during take-off and climb, when you are too low to possibly use it, and then, 
when you are at a cruising altitude, they let you take it off. Sounds foolish to me. 


I hasten to add, though, that I am not com- 
plaining about hardships, for I can imagine what 
the fathers, mothers and wives of men who spend 
month after month in Korea, living in holes in 
the ground, would say about my crying about 
the fatigue of flying five or six hours to get back 
to my soft bed in Tokyo. (As a matter of fact, it 
is far from soft, being an Army cot, but it is 
better by far than the hard Korean earth.) 


Actually, the living in Korea now is not 
too bad, unless you are up with a front-line 
outfit, where you have your rest disturbed 
by various loud alarms during the night, 
some of them false, but many of them caused 
by the onslaught of the Chinese. 


There is one thing sure now, though. The 
troops in the field are wise and battle-seasoned. 


It used to be that in the heart of enemy territory 
they would lie down to go to sleep too tired to 
care whether they were attacked or not. Then, 
when they were attacked they would take off— 
those of them who survived. Now they sleep, but 
with one eye open, so to speak, like old Dan’l 
Boone used to rest in Indian country, and when 
the Chinese come by night they don’t run—they 
stay amd kill them. 

Great things have been happening over there 
in the past few days, the details of which have 
been obscured by censorship. The fight still goes 
on. It may be—I hope and pray it is—the ene- 
my’s last gree effort. The next few days will 
tell how well it succeeds. I'll try to write what 
I can, but by the time the mail gets to you from 
some regiment up in the line, it may be stale 
news. HAROLD.

A Mystery of the Wild West 


TUCSON, Ariz.—On the night that Ray Folsom, a union painter, was shot by 
Ralph Howard Alsup, a gunman who dominates labor in Clark County, Nev., which 
includes Las Vegas, Alsup vanished quickly, being assisted in his flight, according 
to the sworn trial testimony, by James King, the business agent of the Painters’ 


™ Union.

Alsup is the most vicious criminal unioneer that I have encountered in 
all my years of investigation. He holds office in the Plumbers’ Union but is not a 
All his adult life he has been a professional criminal. 


Altogether, he has five 


criminal convictions in Texas and one in Nevada. His sentences total up to 33 years, including a two- 
year sentence for shooting Folsom, which is now on appeal. His crimes in Texas included two cases 


of robbery with firearms. Counting a gun case 
in Las Vegas in which he beat the rap, although 
it was shown that he did have a gun when he 
went out to slug a local businessman, he has had 
four gun charges. 


An official of the Texas prison system wrote, 
in answer to an inquiry, that Alsup had a provi- 
sional pardon. In a subsequent prosecution of 
Alsup in Las Vegas for gun-toting, Robert A. 
Jones, the county attorney, held that the pardon 
was unconditional. 


Alsup is president of the Central Labor 
Council of Clark County, president of the 
County Metal Trades Council, business agent 
of the County Plumbers’ Union and vice 
president of the State Federation of Labor. 


. After Alsup got away from the union hall 
where Folsom was shot through the body, he 
went to the home of George E. Franklin, Jr., an 
attorney, who opposed Sen. Pat McCarran in last 
year’s Democratic primary. Franklin received for 
his campaign $5,500 from the letter-headed front 
called the Committee on National Affairs, Wal- 
dorf Tower, New York. This front is run by 
Arthur J. Goldsmith, the phoney political dragon 
who snorts fire from his luxurious lair in the 
Tower but, for secret political reasons, disguises 
the address as 100 East 50th Street. 


Franklin who is a war hero with a distin- 
guished service record, admits that Alsup went 
straight to him that night, but explains that he 
was then chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners and, therefore, had temporarily 
retired from private practice. John Conlon, who 
had been treasurer of Franklin’s campaign and 
received $5,000 in contributions from Goldsmith’s 
letter-head front, was present with Franklin 
when Alsup came in.

the hospital stay, then it is 
understandable, indeed almost 
inevitable, that you’d feel ob- 
sessed with anxious desire to 
reclaim the doctor’s attention. 
Obviously you still are far 
from well; but it seems the 
major aspect of your illness is 
emotional, or psychological, 
rather than physical. 


You have a frightened dis- 
position to lean on somebody for 
help and support; and I gather 
there is nobody in your family 
life (perhaps never has ‘been) 
who assuages your hopes on 
that score. This combination of 
tense anxiety and frustration is 
the very source and center of 
your general diffuse distress of 
mind, I think. In all probability 
you need more rest, more af-

As to where to begin, to help 
yourself, I believe that growth 
of understanding, concerning 
the neurotic components of 
your depression, would bring 
about much improvement. The 
Family Service Agency in your 
city may have psychiatric social 
workers who could guide you 
along lines of profitable self- 
understanding. Or your doctor 
or pastor might refer you to a 
good psychologist or mental hy- 


-gienist in private practice.

Meat Retailers Granted 


Price Posting Extension 


‘By BILL 


All over Georgia, as in the rest of the country, the retail 
merchant, big and small, is busy on Government work. 


The meat market operators are 
hard at work figuring their beef 
‘ceiling prices, which were sched- 
uled to be posted by June 4, but 
which now will not have to be 
posted until June 18. 

The two-week extension of the 
deadline for posting official retail 
beef ceiling price lists was ordered 


by the OPS in Washington Tues-) 


day. The agency said delays in 
printing and distributing the offi- 
cial list made the postponement 
necessary. 

The extension does not apply to 


the cailing price lists for kosher, 
beef sold at retail. The kosher list: 


will be available in ample quan- 
tity for posting on the scheduled 
date, June 11. 


RELIEF FOR RETAILERS 

This extension in the date on 
which beef prices must be dis- 
played in the markets brings wel- 
come relief for the retail butchers. 
Not so fortunate, however, are 
thousands of other small retailers, 
such as those who have to file 
one charts under Ceiling Price 

eculation 7. 

Ceiling Price Regulation 7 has 
many a Georgia retailer sitting up 
late at nights. Of all OPS orders, 
it probably has been the least un- 
derstood. This has been particu- 
larly true following its recent 
amendment. 

Under the recent amendment 
the Office of Price Stabilization 
gave many small retailers a choice 
between pricing their goods under 
that regulation or continuing for 
the time being under the General 
Ceiling Price Regulation issued 
last January. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


But how does a retailer know 
whether he is classified as big or 
small and what of the numerous 
other questions involved in this 
whole question of retail ceiling 
price chart filing? The deadline 
for filing the retail charts is May) 
31. Time is running out. But in- 
quiries reaching The Constitution 
and the OPE indicate that there 
are many last minute questions 
the retailers would like to know, 
about Ceiling Price Regulation 7, 
its amendments, and its ramifi-| 
cations. 

To clear up some of the confu-| 
sion and in the hope of making 
the retailer’s job of charting his 
prices easier, The Constitution 
asked James F. Hollingsworth, 
OPS Atlanta district director, to 
spell out some of the answers to 
questions now on the minds of 
many retailers. The questions and 
answers follow: | 

QUESTION: OPS has an- | 
nounced that some small retail- 
ers don’t have to file pricing 
charts under CPR. How does a 
retailer know whether he is 
classed as small or large? 


ANSWER: It is a matter of sales 
volume. In determining whether. 
a retailer is eligible to choose be- 
tween CPR 7 and the General 
Ceiling Price Regulation, there are 
three figures to keep in mind... 
$20,000, $60,000 and $100,000. |

ANSWER: The _ distinction, 
mainly, is between items which 
are relatively easy to put on a 
chart, and items such as the great 
variety of housewares and notions, 
which are so numerous that it is 
hard to list them all on a chart.
